W.ASinNOTON. D. C..—Through 
j the efforts of Congressman Bergtr the 
department of comnieri'c and lalior 
today reversed the ileportation order 
issued by the immigration autboritlev 
of Taromaw Washington, against Fltal 
Kagan and Vastly Lacbatchoff. Russian 
political refugce.s, who have made their 
escape from Siherla. The two men are 
highly (Hiucated. one being a pharrao- 
clft. and the other a scientific agri¬ 
culturist. But because of their partid- 
pa^CD in the omrement for political 
fre^om. the Rusrion government 
doomed them to iiiclong exile In Siberia. 
Through the aid of friends, they es¬ 
caped but when they arrived on Ameri¬ 
can ahorew'. the Tacoma officials hold 
that they were undmlrabte aliens and 
that they would become public chargee. 
Theae officials according to the hearings 
displayed the groaseet prejudice and 
ianorance. They inaisted that the refn- 
gees were anarrhlsta despite tbdr re¬ 
peated stateraenu to the contrair. 
I They ai«o <appoared to be blgot^ in 
' that they demanded that one of the 
refugt'cs take oath by the Bible. Con¬ 
gressman Berger and Simon L. Pollock, 
counsel for tbe Political Hefugeee Do- 
fense league took the ci4e before the 
department at Wi. ’dngton. This morn¬ 
ing tbe department announced a de¬ 
cision In favor of tho refugees. This 
case make* Be.*^er's second victory in 
behalf of tbe right of political asylum 
in this country.

Any men who attempted to dis¬ 
pute ths wisdom of trade unionism formed on i 
political lines, or of unionism founded on in¬ 
dustrial lines, became immediately a traitor to 
the cause of labor. And no man, no matter what 
his sarviess had bosn in-the labor movement, es¬ 
caped the wrath and venom of the secedors. 
Some of the very men who declared at onemeriod 
that the labor unions should be the side snow of 
a political party, at the next period formed in¬ 
dustrial unions that wars to make the 
political party the side ahow of the in¬ 
dustrial movement. They denounced their later 
•npenente with the same bitternoss end venom 
that they had used toward thalr former oppo¬ 
nents.The rival unionists changed their principles 
%rith about the rapidity that a vaudeville perform¬ 
er changoe his moko-up. The chief figures in the 
rogues* gellsry of one day, such as Debs, Moyer, 
Haywood and others, became later fellow- | 
workers an** comrades. But as soon as disssnsion ' 
arose, again, thesa seme man wars reinstalled in 
their old poeltion in the gallery. 

All this seems atrsngaly incomprehenslbls. 
And, in truth, the whole history of rival union¬ 
ism is totally incoherent. There is nothing like 
it in any otper country in the world. However 
diligently one may reed end ponder over the 
literature of rival unionism, there seems to bo 
no explsngtion for its confused polici'ss end 
Incoherent methods. 

The Industrial Workers of ths World had 
not existed more then a few months before 
the members of that organisation began to de- 
nounca each other as crooks, grafters, fakers. 

At the convention of the Induetrial Workers 
of the World in 1906, Delegate Parks said: 'It 
is the general opinion • • • that there ves 

among some of the departments of the Indu** 
trial Workers of the World corruption, graft 
end fokerstion, which would put to shame the 
worst of the American Federation of «Labor.*' 
Delegate Hsxelwood saldi "Now it is an undis¬ 
puted fact that there has bsen s lot of grafting 
aoing on in the offices of this orgsnixstion • • • 

I want ta sdy that night before last thsre was 
betwssn eight and nine hundred 
dollars paid to men who are sitting around hera 
as stool-pigeons." Ws see, therefore, that stories 
of corruption played a part in the movement I 
of the M-called revolutionaries quite as much 
as in ths factional fights of the old line trade 
'Unionists. 

Of course every movement must expect to 
have some of its leadsrs yield to corruption. 

In ane form or another it assails tha working ; 
clw movemsnt in every b^rt of the world. ! 
Indeed, it is inevitable where classes exist, where . 
men am human,and where capitalism is supreme, i 
Whether or not corruption is more prevalent 
in the American labor movement than else- 
shall not attempt to s 
dU^ss; but this we know, that it is the easiest ^ 
and chaapest way. when differences-of opinion i 
arise, to gain a temporary victory by denounclnx 
your opponents as corrupt. And this'methc^ ; 
of factional waHare has beepme « veritable vice : 
in America. Ths almost universal corruption 
In capitalist institutions helps us ta gain support i 
for any danunciatiohs we may make as to the ! 
corruption of those who oppose us. 

The ary of corruption has been pushed to ‘ 
the point whero It may be dismissed as ridicu- I 
lous. Da Loon says, for Instance: ”1 know not 
a single exception of any party candidate ever

' ment as one could make concerning this method

Of oour«.A if all the accuaatiooa o9' corruption 
‘ were true we should indeed be in a bed way. If 
the leaders of all unions are corrupt, if every 
Socielist elected to office sells us out, if the 
, Industrial Workers of the World was graft-ridden 
I even in its helpless infancy, and if only the Social- 
{ ist Labor party, with Its diminishing numbers, 

• is pure in heart then, indeed, the worklrtf class 
i in this country has little hope^ But fortunately 

these accusations are not true; They are mostly 
I miserable lies that have gained a hearing only 
I because our labor movemant la divided Into fac¬ 
tions, and the weaker a faction Is the more it 
I is driven to slander its rivals. Howaver, this must 
'jsbe said that whethsr this work of defamation 
i M don# by rival leaders, rival unions, rival fac¬ 
tions, or by spies. It has a disorganizing and 
injurious effect on the labor movement and helps 
only ths enemies of labor. 

Defamation was the method used by the anar¬ 
chists to destroy the international. In fact it 
I ia part and parcel of that philosophy of anarchism 
which declares: "Kill off the leaders and you 
destroy the institution." I do not ask those 
who denounce the leaders of the American 
Federation of Labor to take this aseertlon of mine 
unsupported. That mv view is correct, i call upon 
Daniel De Leon himself to testify. In his pamph¬ 
let on "Socialism versus Anarchism,** page 24, 
he has made my argument for me. He condemns 
there "the anarchist notion that by killing off 
an officsr supposed to be clothed with headship, 
his organization is killed along with him, or 
falls a helpless booty Itito the hands of his slayer.** 
Speaking further of the attempt to destroy De 
Leonism, "No man," ha says, "makes the Social¬ 
ist Labor party. • • • Its officers hovo not 
dropped down Into their poeitions from the sky. 
i Tl^y are a product of the organisation. Vain, 

! because anarchistic, is the Imagining of whom- 
' soever, who, aiming at capturing or killing off 
tha organisation, merely aims at capturing or 
killing off its officers." In another ploco (oon- 
ventien of 1900, page S3) Da Loon oaye again i 
"It is not only useless to call the managomant 
bosses, exars, popes, tyranta and tha like, and tha 
rank and file oppressed and mlsguidao angola, 
but it is unwioo as well, boaauoa In doing »• you 
offer an Insult to the rank and file by dagrading 
them to the level of pupMta orho will Jump as 
the string Is pulled." If tha above is a sound 
argument against those wKwhovorabotUd against 
Da Leonism, It is no Isst sound sgslnst all those 
dual unionists who rebel agalnet Comporism* 

Dual unionism is to be condomnsd, 
however, on much stronger grounds. It Is 
trsason to ths^ working class. It aids and 
abets the enemy. It offends the very 
foundation doctrine of Marxism,. in that it 
places itself in opposition to the material in¬ 
terests of the working cisse. Even thsintolllgont 
nop-unienist knows thst the union holds up 
his wages. If the carpenters* union wore de¬ 
stroyed and wages were lowered, the nonunion 
carpenter would suffer with the others. For 
thst matsrisi reason the trade unloii nxoyomont 
has the mqral support of millions of worli or o 
who are not setuaJ members. Dual unionism, 
fherefore, attacks the material interests ol not 

• only the 2,000,000 organised workers, but also 
of millions of others who are bensfitod by the 

. trade union movement.

I.ogls- 
lation of SodalUtlcebt a to' Is given by 
leaps and bounds, until no one In Eng¬ 
land today would return to Uenthamlte 
individualism. The people of England 
are beginning to soe that the same Idea 
which characterizes this legislatUm

SoclaUsts.'* 

Dr. Colt stated that the Sodalist 
movement In England and . Oenaany 
were quite different.
